It is because yoxf can't stop 
people looking a gift horse in the 
mouth that advertisers want to 
know that a publication's circula- 
tion is paid for. 

You can send a man a newspaper 
but you can't make him read it — 
not even jf it tells about his daugh- 
ter's wedding and his son's home 
run. 

If a family pays for a newspaper, 
S2 a year, or five cents a copy, that 
is accepted as good evidence that 
it is wanted and read. 

In order to give advertisers this 
information that they consider nec- 
essary, that ir=. how many copies of 
this publication arc* J«id for. The 
Era and Kxpiess belongs to the 
Audit Bureau of Circulations and 
keeps exact records of the number 
of papers printed each week and of 
what happens to each oi them, how 
many spoiled in printing, how many 
HO to mail subscribers, where the 
.subscribers are located, how many 
are sold as single copies by news- 
boys, or stores, and how many are 
returned as unsold. 

There is also an advantage to The 
Km and Express, tor careful re- 
cords mean production economics 
and increased revenues. 

For the three months ended June 
30 The Era and Express had an 
actual average paid circulation of 
2,581. compared with £313 for the 
six months ended March 31. The 
actual average number of copies 
printed for the same period was 
2.9*6. The difference made up of 
copies to advertisers and corres- 
pondents, exchanges, unsold copies, 
etc. Every effort is made to keep 



thi3 difference as small as possible. 

The actual average number of 
copies sold in Newmarket, either by 
subscription, store or newsboy 
was 935 for the three months, in 
other words, in some weeks it ex- 
ceeded 1.000 copies. That is in a 
tewn generally considered to have 
S'JO households. The explanation 
no doubt is that many copies sold 
in the stores are purchased by 
people living outside Newmarket 
--** pr-ta^ly that some of them 
are purchased by soldiers from the 
military camp. 

Something over 350 Newmarket 
householders are subscribers, get- 
ting their Kra and Express through 
the post office, at a cost of four 
cents a copy if they subscribe for 
one year, or three cents a copy if 
they subscribe for two years. Over 
600 single copies are sold in the 
town every week at five cents a 
copy. 

Campbell's Book Store sells from 
115 copies fat this time of the 
year) to 190 copies in the winter 
time. Spillette's store is selling 90 
copies nearly every week. One 
newsboy. Laurie Thorns, sells 80 
copies every week on his own 
route, calling on the same cus- 
tomers each week. 

In the trading area centred 
about Newmarket and Aurora the 
actual average number of paid 
copies for the three months was 
593, in addition to the 985 in New- 
rnarkct. This 993 included some- 
thing over 275 sold In Aurora. 

The remaining 603 copies sold 
outside northern York county in- 
cluded 29d soldiers' subscriptions 
(at half price).

TRAINS NOT TO 
WHISTLE, TOWN 
ASKS OTTAWA 

V 

Train-whistling through New- 
market should be stopped, both 
night and day, two Second St. 
south residents, Frank Denison and 
Clement King, told Newmarket 
town council on Monday evening. 

After hearing their representa- 
tions and discussion, the council 
passed a resolution asking the 
dominion railway board to have 
the whistling discontinued on the 
ground that the wig-wags give 
sufficient protection to motorists. 

"On a still t.ight we can hear the 
whistle when the train U just out- 
side Aurora," Mr. Dennison told 
the council. "I went to Barrie to 
see the supervisor. The only way 
is to go to the railway board nt 
Ottawa, I learned. 

"The town has wig-wags. If 
anyone got into trouble it would 
be a clear case of contributory 
negligence. I was talking to Mr. 
Eves and he says that they have 
the same trouble with noise at the 
hospital." 

"Do you think that the whistles 
are not necessary?" asked Coun- 
cillor Joseph Vole. 

"1 can't see that they are necess- 
ary," said Mr. Denlson. 

"Suppose the wig-wag did not 
work," said Mr. Vale. •"Suppose a 
life was lost." 

"You always hnvc that to con- 
tend with," said Mr. Denison. 
"People are killed sometimes when 
two automobiles collide. If some- 
one were killed, there would be no 
liability on the town." 

"No legal liability," said N. L. 
Mathews, K.C., clerk and solicitor. 
"I think Mr. Vale refers to moral 
responsibility. The council might 
feci badly If It requested the 
whistling discontinued and some- 
one were killed." 

"I can't see that whistling adds 
to the safety," said Mr. Denison. 
"The trains themselves make bo 
much noise that a person would 
be stone-deaf not to hear them." 

Mr. Denison told the council that 
when his wife was 111 she would 
take a sedative to go to sleep and 
then be wakened In a few minutes 
by a train. 

Reeve R A. Lundy suggested a 
resolution asking that the whist- 
ling be rbduced to n minimum. 

"The only way Is to cut them 
out entirely,*' said Mayor Dr. L. W. 
Dales. "It would be a tremendous 
improvement. People keep waking 
up in the nights and trying to go 
to sleep again. And since the war 
started It has been terrible. We 
COtlld put up signs saying that 
the trains do not whistle." 

"There Is n train on an average 
every 40 minutes," said Mr. Lundy. 

A resolution passed later In the 
evening asked, that the whistling 
he discontinued completely.

democracy in action 

With the Ontario election only a little over a 
week away, the issues have not become particu- 
larly clear. The Liberal government takes a 
conservative position. It says: "We have a good 
record in finance, agriculture, education and 
health. Return us to power and we will carry 
on." And it is quite true. The Liberal gov- 
ernment has a good record. The Progressive- 
Conservatives say: "We will take a burden off 
real estate by paying half the present municipal 
cost of education. We will increase mothers' 
allowances and old age pensions and provide 
social security for all. We will provide employ- 
ment. We will look after the soldiers return- 
ing home. We will take over the stockyards in 
Toronto. We will reduce taxation." 

As the dominion government too. intends to 
provide full social security it would appear that 
the Progressive-Conservatives might not have 
to worry too much about the fulfilment of this 
'plank. The same is true of looking after the 
soldiers — the dominion government is pledged 
to look after them. 

The C.C.F. would not stop with taking over 
the stockyards. It would take over "all 
monopolies within the jurisdiction of Ontario." 

The suggestion Is made that the Progressive- 
Conservative and C.C.F. promises are extrava- 
gant and impossible of fulfilment, as were those 
of the Aberhart government in Alberta. These 
things can be done. The only question is 
whether they should be done. 

We arc not impressed with the so-called bur- 
den on real estate, for well-spent municipal 
funds, providing desirable and useful services, 
increase the value of real estate, but we do 
think that Col. Drew's proposal to raise half the 
present municipal cost of education by provin- 
cial taxes has merits. But how will he raise the 
money? Will he sell more liquor? Or will he 
increase, when the war is over, income taxation? 
He is pledged to reduce taxation. 

The hope, of course, is that reducing the taxa- 
tion on real estate would stimulate the building 
and owning of homes. The money to pay for 
education would come, presumably, to some ex- 
tent from a different group of people. If it 
came from the same people as at present they 
would have no more money than they have now 
wiih wh!cn to bmid Of buy. We arc hoi con- 
vinced at all that the shift in taxation would 
achieve this popular object, but we know that 
it would mean better schools, for local boards 
would pay teachers better, build better schools 
and generally spfcnd more. There would be a 
competition among municipalities to get their 
share of the provincial revenues. It would be 
good for the schools, but at might be hard on the 
taxpayers. (Col. Drew might avoid this 
competition by paying so many mills on the 
assessment, or so much per child per school day.) 

It seems to us that security of employment will 
contribute more to home-owning than will 
lower municipal taxation. Tenants pay taxes. 
It is probably cheaper to own your own house 
than to rent one. The chief reason people do 
not buy is that they do not know how long they 
will hold their present jobs. They do not wish 
to be at a disadvantage in wage bargaining with 
their employers. They don't want employers to 
think that they can't pick up and leave the town 
or district if they wish. Or, not knowing that 
their employment is secure, they hesitate to 
build or buy with the aid of a mortgage, for 
fear that they will lose their employment and 
what they have invested in a house. 

So perhaps social security, or workman-favor- 
ing collective bargaining, as advocated by the 
C.C.F., would do more to stimulate home-owning 
than would Col. Drew's plan of shifting the 
incidence of taxation. 

Would the other plans of the C.C.F. encourage 
home-owning and saving for one's old age? 
Would they contribute to the industry, honesty, 
prosperity and sense of security of the most of 
the people of the province? If they would, then 
they are to be voted for, even though they may 
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are "in business." 

C.C.F. plans, as enunciated by Mr. Jollifie, 
seem an unnecessarily long way ahead, along 
the public ownerhip road, of the other parties, 
but we may assume that the C.C.F. in power 
would, like other parties, be a different party 
from the C.C.F. seeking power. Responsibility 
would bring conservatism to the C.C.F. even as 
, it did to the 1934 Hepburn government which ** b * and to *« '""' lo « >la > 
was going to tame the banks and other financial 
institutions. 

Unless the issues become clearer it is quite 
possible that the Liberals and Progressive-Con- 
servatives will each win from 30 to 40 seats but 
not a majority and the C.C.F. from ten to 30 
seats. That would compel the two older parties, 
who really do not differ substantially, to get to- 
gether, and mean a return in Ontario, as there 
already is in British Columbia, to the two- 
party system.

That remark would be true of many parts of 
old Ontario, but when we drove the other eve- 
ning from Newmarket to Keswick we thought 
how true it was of northern York county. 
Where is there countryside more beautiful than 
along the Keswick highway? It runs through 
green and fertile farms, with wood lots and 
forest in the background. It goes through the 
lovely villages of Sharon and Queensville with 
their tidy lawns and gardens. It comes out upon 
sudden hilltops, opening visions of splendor 
that would be breath-taking, as Mr. Bracken 
said, for residents of the prairies. Then this 
road of ours is not above deviatinjg from the sur- 
veyor's blueprint as it brings us nearer to the 
playgrounds and pleasures of Lake Simcoe. 

There is enjoyment of summer even on our 

farms. In spite of their toil from before dawn 

till late into the evening, in spite of all the 

worry about how crops are to be brought in, 

we venture to say that our farmers still enjoy 

summer mofc than winter, and we know that 

most of them pause occasionally to lift up their 

eyes "unto the hills around." There are 

moments of relaxation even on the farm front. 

We participated in such a moment last week at 

the end of a "commando" evening. Riding in 

from the fields, under moonlight, on the final 

load of hay was a memorable experience. 
But even under our Ontario moonlight, as 

under Mediterranean skies, there arc happen- 
ings of which none of us approve. "Some hae 

meat and canna cat, and some wad cat that 

want it." Mr. Bracken, who is no rabble-rouser, 

spoke in Newmarket of some of the changes we 

must make, but it seems to us a mistake to think 

of only those changes which parliaments and 

legislatures must make, and not of those which 

municipalities and neighbors may make. 
Too seldom do we think of municipal services 

which we as a community might provide to make 
life more pleasant for all, to make life more 
tolerable. We may he resentful when people get 
"fed up" and talk of radical changes in our 
institutions, but we do not always do what we 
can to make our present institutions more suc- 
cessful. We do not make enough effort to 
secure public health nurses, or vocational high 
schools, or nursery schools, or swimming-pools, 
or parks or whatever it may be that would 
make easier the lot of parents of little or moder- 
ate means, hut would be paid for by our 
property taxes. 

Arc we going to live differently after this 
war? A Toronto police official suggested that 
after this war we should, as a contribution to 
thc safely of life and limb, maintain present 

motor speed limits. The writer enjoys the 
slower speeds, but he does not think that such 



owners, who are often neither the people who 
benefit directly nor those most able to pay. 

In Orillia's ease, as Tar as can be figured out, 
the change would mean that the province would 
lake over something over $40,000 of the sums 
now levied on the taxpayers for the mainten- 
ance of the public schools and collegiate 
institute. Hie total expenditure on these 
schools u over $107,000 of which $88,759 Ls being 
levied by taxes. Government grants amount to 
$7,200. It in not unlikely that, if the province 
assumed so much more of the cost of education, 
the present bonus of a mill on the assessment 
would be withdrawn. Making allowance for 
these factors, and for county grants, it would ap- 
pear that Col. Drew's proposal would mean a 
saving on the Orillia lax rate of seven or eight 

mills. The separate school also would share in 
the benefit. 

The 50 percent payment towards school costs 
is announced as the initial contribution towards 
"a sweeping revision of our whole system of 
real estate taxation, so that the owning and 
improvement of homes and farm land will not 
be discouraged by excessive taxation." This is 
a reform we have often advocated and which is 
long overdue. The conditions in which the 
present system was inaugurated have altered 
radically, both in thc increased scope of 
municipal responsibility, particularly in the 
direction of social services, and in the altered 
manner of living, which results in a large 
proportion of the population making no substan- 
tial contribution to the cost of the added ser- 
vices. Now that a major political party has 
espoused the cause of municipal tax reform 
there is reason to hope that the day of realiza- 
tion is not far distant. We have a strong sus- 
picion that Mr. Leslie Frost, who is Col. Drew's 
first lieutenant, and Mr. Cecil Frost, who 
is president of the Ontario Progressive Conser- 
vative Association, have had considerable 
influence in having this plank included in thc 
platform of their party. They, personally, have 
been warm advocates of a revision in municipal 
taxation.

Night of July 9. While 

Brooke Claxton, parliamentary 

assistant addressed a sparse and 
somnambulent house on exter- 
nal affairs, I had the feeling 
somehow that momentous things 
were in the making. The prime 
minister and Defence Minister 
Ralston, only two cabinet mem- 
bers present were close in 
huddle in adjoining front ben- 
ches. The P.M. looked grave 
and preoccupied. He was mak- 
ing a pencilled draft. Correct- 
ing, leaning over to check with 
Mr. Ralston, pencilling some 
more. At 8 o'clock next morn- 
ing I heard his radio announce- 
ment to the nation that 
Canadians were fighting on the 
beach heads of Sicily. He may 
have been drafting that impor- 
tant speech as I watched, even 
while all of Canada was un- 
aware of history-making events 
taking shape thousands of miles 
away. Surely they knew. 
What a secret to carry! 

No stove league raised more 
fuss than sugar for canning. 
Housewives - were definitely an- 
noyed at the arbitrary allot- 
ment after counting cans in the 
basement. The opposition start- 
ed a warm but informative de- 
bate in the house on this matter 
and Finance Minister Ilsley 
said knowledge of available 
supplies was not known at the 
time. It was estimated 30 to 40 
percent of the population did 
their own canning. Lo and be- 
hold, actually 84% applied. 
Now, in Germany and the 
U.S.A., a flat allocation is made 
to each ration book holder, 
whether for canning or not. 
Canadians asked for 200 million 
lbs,; only half that amount 
available. Certainly there will 
be a different approach to the 
problem next yean 

Most productive of argument 
speech in the house for some 
time— that of Justice Minister 
St. Laurent on the resolution 
for deferment of redistribution 
during the war. There was a 
distinct tenseness in the house. 
Party leaders* and supporters 
approved, but nine Quebec 
members voted against putting 
the motion, There seemed un- 
animity with Mr, Coldwell the 
day must come when Canada 
will make decisions of this kind 
without reference to Imperial 
Parliament. That Canada by 
this time is wearing long pants.

1841 census figures show that 
82.5 percent of the population of 
Canada was bom in this coun- 
try, as 'against 77.9 In 1931. Of 
the 11,506.055 total about 8.7% 
were from British countries, 
mainly the British Isles; Euro- 
pean, 3.7%; United States, 2.1%; 
Asia born only 0.4%. 

Farmcttcs by Gardiner (Agri- 
culture): Movement of coarse 
grains to eastern provinces for 
feeding will double 1042 figures, 
and probably reach 100 million 
bushels. Government pays cost 
of freight from Ft. William cast, 
thus they buy at Ft. Wm. prices.

Interest In potato growing Is 
unusually keen this year and the 
agricultural office at Newmarket 
has had a great many requests for 
Information on spraying and dust- 
ing. 

Agricultural Representative W. 
M. Cockburn has Issued an em- 
phatic warning that growers should 
not depend on poison preparations 
to prevent flea beetles (which are 
pretty well over now for this year), 
for leaf hoppers, which wilt appear 
shortly, or for "late blight." These 
Insects are "sucking insects" rather 
than "leaf eaters" and cannot be 
poisoned. Mr. Cockburn said. They 
are controlled by either spraying 
with a nicotine solution such as 
Black Leaf 40 or kept off the 
plants by use of either Bordeaux 
Mixture spray or a copper dust 
repellant. 

Few of the "bug dusts" on the 
market contain copper dust, most 
of them being Intended for tho 
killing of tho old-fashfoncd potato 
bug, Mr. Cockburn said. They are 
excellent for what they arc Intend- 
ed, he said. He points out that 
these "potato bugs" arc ono of the 
growers' least worries nowadays, as 
they are so easily detected. The 
others aro as thieves that come in 
the night — and daytime too and 
often are not recognized or noticed. 

Bordeaux Mixture Is nmdo on ft 
simple formula of i lbs. of blue- 
stone, 4 lbs. of spray lime and 40 
gallons of water, Potatoes should 
be sprayed regularly every ten 
days nt least to cover upper and 
lower sides of tho leaves. It 
should bo applied beforo a shower 
<ns long as It has tlmo to dry> 
rather than after. It acts as a 
preventative coating against Blight 
spores (microscopic dust particles) 
which aro floating In the air and 
carried down onto tho potato tops 
by the rnln. Llko a raincoat, It 
should be put on before the storm. 
If using a dust, soloct only one for 
this purpose that the manufac- 
turer's analysis Indicates contains 
a copper dust material. 

Many growers atop spraying pot- 
atoes about midsummer when tho 
bugs aro over, said Mr. Cockburn. 
This is the moat important time 
for spray and the fortunato thing 
la that every application of Bor- 
deaux Mixture stimulates plant 
growth to tho equivalent of an 
average of 10 to 12 bu*. of potatoes 
per acre per spray, and when bugs 
have to be poisoned the lead or cal- 
cium arsenate can bo mixed with 
this, rather than with pure water, 
making two applications in one.

Fairy tales formed one of the- 
standard articles of my literary 
diet when 1 was small. 

I lived and moved and had my 
being with Snow White and Hose- 
Red, with Cinderella and the* Seven 
Sleepers, with the Ice Maiden and 
the little Pine Tree. 

They were not just fairy talcs to 
me. theirs was the atmosphere In 
which I thrived, and If a wicked 
witch had suddenly appeared and 
changed me into a drudge or a 
bird or some other form of life, t 
don't think it would have sur- 
prised me. it would have fitted far 
too well into my childish philos- 
ophy. 

But I've been thinking about the 
years since then, the years In 
which fairy talcs have come true. 
and I often wonder if we think 
enough about the world we live in. 
or if. which is the* line of least 
resistance, we just accept every- 
thing which comes to us, nor ever 
give thought to the often heart- 
breaking efforts which brought the 
many wonders which brighten our 
days Into beiug. 

In those early days of which I 
am thinking, the only music we 
had was produced by the instru- 
mentalist or vocalist. 

If yon couldn't play or slug and

Then. If wo had nows, good or 
bad, but Important, we hud to

If wc took three hours to go to 
Toronto, nowadays, we'd tear our 
hair and stamp with rage and 
wonder, in our spoiled land of 
fairy tales come true, what this 
world was coining; to.

Xow we know 
what happens, unless suppressed 
for military reasons, the very day 
of tho event.

by your family, you .had NO music,
